QUINTUPLE HANGING.

Five Men on the Scaffold at Fort 
Smith. 


Three White Men and Two Indians Ex- 
ecuted To-Day—The Murderers 
and Their Crimes. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 

FORT SMITH, ARK., September 9.— This 
has been a memorable day in the history of 
Fort Smith, as it witnessed the execution of 
five murderers by legal process, being the 
second event of the kind which has occurred 
bere since 1870, when six men expiated their 
crimes on the gallows. At all hours yesterday 
people were flockingin from the adjacent 
country and at daybreak this morning the 
throng perceptibly increased. Indians and 
Half-breeds, cow-boys from Tex4s, despera- 
does from the border, squaws, papooses and 


negroes, white men with their wives 
and families swelled the crowd, 
and long before 9 0’ clock the 


open space surrounding the Fort where 
the condemned men were confined was] 
PACKED WITH HUMAN BEINGS. 
When told that the exeeution was private 
their indignation knew no bounds and they 
remained outside of the enclosure until 
all was over, expressing themselves 
in language more emphatic than polite. Oily 
40 or 50 persons were admitted, including 
ministers, attorneys and reporters. The 
scaffold was erected in an enclosure in the 
southwest corner ofthe walls surrounding 
the fort. It stood eight feet above the ground 
and was constructed evidently with a view to 
durability, as the heavy timber of which it is 
com posed will last for years. The trap was 
12 feet Jong and 3 wide, and was so arranged 
as to give wayinthe center when sprung, 
each half being on hinges. The ropes were 
viaced so as to give a drop of avout six 
feet. A guard. was set on the walls 
surrounding the enclosure with ding 
tions to keep back,at all hazards, any who 
attempted to scale them. A short time ptior 
to the execution, the PosTr-DIsPATCH i 
respondent 
VISITED THE CONDEMNED IN THEIR CELLS. 
The Indian boys, Abner and Amos Maaly, 
were calm and collected. They slept well,and, 
awaking at daybreak, partook of « hearty 
breakfast. Their spiritual adviser, Rev. Mr. 
Jeffett, spent a greater part of 
the night with them;~and visited 
them at about 8 o’clock, accompanying 
to the scaffold. They were bright, intelli- 
gent-looking youths of eighteen and twenty. 
To your correspondent they protested their 
innocence of the murder of MceVeirh, 
asserting that when the deop fell 
to-day two innocent persons would perish. 
They were firm; not a muscle of their faces 
changing when they talked of 
approaching death. Since Attorney, General 
McVeign telegraphed that there was fe 


signed, and asserted their determination to 
aie bravely. ‘ 
Geo. W. Padgett, Patrick McGowan pnd 
Wm. F. Brown were each visited, and

He claimed he never intended to shoot Tate, 
who was his friend and partner, but he was 
after one Bob Moore, a noted desperado, who 
bad unmercifully beaten him. He shot him 
in the dark, thinking it was Moore he was 
shooting at. He took his sentence very 
quietly, and had no remarks to make. 

The two Creek Indian boys, 

AMOS AND ABNER MANLY, 
stil] maintain their innocence of the murder 
of MacVeigh. They were respectively 19 and 
17 years of age, and presented the pure fea- 
tures of the uneducated Indian, wild and de- 
fiant. They wanted ratherto be shot than 
hanged by the neck. The murder they were 
charged with wae bloody and brutal. They 
came to MacVeigh’s house one cold night in 
December last and asked for lodging. Mac- 
Veigh made a good warm lire for them and 
placed a pallet nearthe tire for their use. 
Toward morning they arose and 
killed MacVeigh and mangled his hired man, 
Barnett, almost cutting his head off with an 
axe, and completely severing his wrist. 
These boys bad two trials—the first early in 
May,the jury failing to agree, standing eleven 
for conviction and one for acquittal; the sec- 
ond trial the jury brougnt in their verdict of 
guilty in less than one hour. It has never 
transpired why these boys should have done 
this horrible deed, 

TULWAHARJO RESPITED 

is a full-blooded Semincle Indian, and is 
oO years of age. He was one of a eee of 
Indians under command of Charle owlegs 
(who was a son of the famous |Billy Bow- 
legs of Florida war fame), who murdered 
Scott Davis, a white man married to a Chick- 
asaw woman, andalso for the murder of a 
Joseph Bateman, a white man who had leased 
under Davis. These murders were commit- 
ted in May, 1879, and were outrageously cruel 
and cowardly. Davis was ambuscaded ina 
lonely place and shot, and was buried ina hol- 
low tree. Bateman was fired upon while 
plowing in his id. It is rather sing- 
that no “one ‘appears to know 
where these white men were from— 
whetber South or North. Davis was a 


| cattle-buyer and speculator, while Bateman 


Why these men were kill- 
ed sa mystery, asit did not 
during the trial that there Was any 
between them and their Indian neighbors. 
Possibly jealousy and general hatred of the 
white man. Of the party who did the killing 
Bowlegs committed suicide, another was 
killed in a drunken broil, two are ‘‘on the 
scout,”? and the subject of this sketch, witb 
true Indian stoicism, wanted to die quick. 
Tulwaharjo was respited by Presidential 
clemency and did hot accompany the. other 
five to the gallows.

Four of the Bandits Caught and 
Lodged in Jail. 


One of the Miscreants Gives the Affair 
Away—Gov, Crittenden Talks. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, MO., September 9.—Gov. 
Crittenden came up from Jefferson City last 
night on the Missouri Pacific and immediate- 
ly held a consultation with Mr. Vaughn; 
Superintendent of the western division of the 
C. & A., and others. 

The PostT-DISPATCH correspondent saw 
him and had a short interview, but he had 
80 much to attend to that he could devote 
but little time to newspaper men. He had 
not been notified of the robbery until 9 
o’clock yesterday, and for the reason that

night. After receiving notice he immediately 
telegraphed the officers in all the counties 
near there to proceed to organize posses and 
make every effort to capture the robbers.’’ 

“But do you think that they will be cap- 
tured?” asked the ete “pia 

“Yes, 1 do; ut not near 
the scene of the robbery as long as they have 
so many friends living there.’’ 

‘*Have you made any efforts to arrest the 
Wineton robbers except to offer the reward 
of $50,000??? | 

‘certainly. I bave had a man in their 
midst constantly, and they would have been 
apprehended long ago had he done his duty.”’ 

You willthen use every means in your 
power to have them arrested.” 

“Everything that can be done will be at- 
tendea to at once. Not only the robbers 
themselves, but their friends who aid them 


to escape will be put under the ban 
of the law. If necessary the — State 
militia will be called out and the 


gang of robbers that now infest the State ex- 
terminated. I am determined these outrages 
shall be stopped ana the perpetrators punish- 
ed, if such is possible. If I had $500,000 
at my command I[ wonld readily give it 
for the capture of this desperado.’’

Horrible Accident on the Short 
Line Near Louisville 


Seven Persons Killed and Many Severely 
Wounded—List of the Dead 
and Injured.

LOUISVILLE, Septezuber 9.—The worst 
railroad accident that has occurred ‘ near 
Louisville in many years took place last nivht 
on the Shelbyville branch of the Louisville, 
Cincinnati and Lexington Short Line Rail- 
road. The Short Line was recently bought 
by _ - the Louisville and Nashville 
system, but it is understood 
that the loss of the accident falls on the 
Short Line management, asthe L. & N. does 
not take hold of its purchase until October 
ist. For some unknown reasons telegraphic 
communication is cut off, butso faras is 
known save persons are killed and half adozen 


severely wounded. The accident occurred 
tifteen miles from Loutsville, and, according 
to information to the Evening Post, was 
caused by the derailing of the train, the cars 
of which, 1unning off the track, smashed 
through tbe bridge over Fioyd’s Fork Creek. 
A terrible wreck was caused. The killed are: 
M. W. Perry, book-keeper for preeeee 
& Co., liquor dealers, Louisville; Col. Field- 
ing Neil, president of the Shelbyville branch 
of tne L., C. and L. R. R.; m. Maddox, 
Marshal of Shelbyville; Walter Scearce, a 
wealthy stock-raiser of Shelbyville, and W.T. 
Jones, a. -sb Fr, of Shelby- 
ville. The _ serious! injured are: 
T. Buchanan, correspondet ef the Louisville 
Post, terribly bruised on the head, should- 
ers and breast; Alex. H. Alford, Louisville, 
lawyer, both thighs broken and burt inter- 
nally; Fireman Gibson, head and shoulders 


crushed. All the train people are more 
or less hurt, while but few passengers 
escaped.

Whole Families Burned to Death—The 
Prairie Fires—Scenes of Horror. 


DETROIT, September {%.—Details continue 
to come in relative to the destruction by for- 
est fires in Huron and Sanilac counties, the 
principal theater of the greatest destruction 
and suffering. Aneye witness states that 
preceding the approach of the fire was the 
darkness and copper-coiored appearance of 
the sky. Later it changed to a deep red, 
and by the middle of the afternoon it became 


so dark that lanterns. were necessary in or- 
der that people might find their way out of 
doors. This era of affairs continued un- 

Véednesday morning, when 
the wind shifted from the west to north, 
which cooled the air and brought slizht 
relief. In the woods were many dead of every 
age and presenting 
A REVOLTING APPEARANCE OF THE BODIES, 
which are scorched and charred 
by the fire. The high winds that 
prevailed cut off nearly every avenue of es- 
cape, and large burning masses would be 
bodily lifted up and borne great distances 
and in many instances start fires in fresh 
places. The skill and courage of man 
seemed’ impotent to combat with the 
flames, and the fleeing people caught 
in the fire-trap were roasted as 
was their live stock. One farmer who was 
plowing with his oxen a few miles from 
Sand Beach perceived the approaching dark- 
ness and started for his house. Reaching 
there be found that his wife had goneto a 
neighbor’s. Hetook two children and gave 
three others in charge of his eld- 
est daughter. Before traveling many 
rods they found themselves cut off 
by flames. Heturned in another aurection 
and escaped with thetwo children. The three 
children and daughter were found next day 
all in a heap charred beyond recognition. Up 
to Wednesday night forty-five ‘bodies had 
been found within a mile in township Paris. 
Many more are missing. Nearly all are Poles. 
The whole settlement is swept clear 
of buildings, crops and fences. In Delaware 
township, all the country south of Forest- 
ville, from the lake seven miles back, there is 
hardly anything left. Notone house to the 
square mile. They were new settlers and had 
sinall clearings, and the fire

place. Many of them fled to 
the lake. The Shore Line has been crowded 
with human beings, cattle and everything 
that could get tothe water.

President Garfield is Doing as 
Well as Could Be Expected.

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Talk With Attorney-General MacVeagh — 
What Dr. Bliss Says.

LONG BRANCH, September 9.—The Presi- 
dent is a little better. There has been a sud- 
den and most pleasant change of the weather. 
The thermometer is about 80 degrees, and a 
refreshing sea breeze has entirely reversed 
the stifling and oppressive atmosphere 
of the preceding three days. 
The physicians talk very hopefully again, and 


every one of their words is put in circulation,’ 


exaggerated and enlarged. But the truth of 
the matter seems to be that the gnly favora- 
ble change in the President’s condition is 
that the cool weather makes him more com- 


comfortable and that his pulse 
has come ‘down, but the 
dangers that lurk within him 


and the disorders in his system remain the 
same. Then the pulse is reliable only in its 
unreliability, for while the think- 
ing ones were talking last evening 
about the change and improvement in his 
pulse, which at noon was reported 
as 94,it had already gone up to 108 again, 
which of course was fever. If the pulse 
would remain at 94 it would doubtless be a 
most favorable sign, but when it goes 
down for an hour to go up again 
the next there is less reason ior en- 
couragement. The most_ sensible of 
the President’s immediate friends, 
like Dr. Boynton, Blaine and MacVeagh take 
this view jprivately. Whateverelse may be 
represented there is still serious appre- 


hension among them about the  possi- 
bility of a. new complication with 
the lungs orthe bullet. The latter has movy- 


ed again since the President’s journey. The 
physicians do not know where it is. The 
lungs, it is feared from the patient’s 
coughing aud expectorations, are already 
affected. It may take several days, however, 
to develop this fully,and during that time the 
President may feel better and will 
probably be again reported on the 
road to recovery by the physicians. But 
heis just as mucb in danger to-day as he 


was a week ago, and much feebler 
than he was two months ago. The 
sea air jdoes him good, and 


the general change makes him less fretful and 
more content, but all, the Iving bulletins and 
physicians to the contrarvgnotwithstanding, 
the inside truth remains much _ the 
same as what I said yesterday, 
and the day before. He is no worse; he is 
holding his own.

‘The building, which stands three stories in 


cornice that ornaments both fronts, extends 
117 feeton Sixth street and 137 feet along 
Walnut.

The parquette circle is horseshoe-shaped, as 
ire the upper tiers, but the pitch of thé 
flooring is so perfect and the angles at the 
proscenium have been so carefully ana 
cleverly toned down. that there is no chair 
in the bouse from which a person cannot see. 
Those who have had occasion to test the acous- 
tic propertiesof the theater pronounce them 
not only satisfactory but simpiy superb. 
Moving down to the middie of the parquette 
and taking a look up ana around, the decora- 
tions of the place are found to be magniticent. 
Paper and frescoing enter into the orna- 
mentation, and the charming and easy Kast- 
lake style prevails or is suggested through- 


out, 
THE DOME, 
in the center of Whica isaiacge cupola fres- 
-oed in light blue and divided into ornamen- 
tal panels, will be brilliantly illuminated by 
the huge sun-burner of 104 jets, which de- 
pends fromthe cupola.

A QUEER FISH. 


The Remarkable Lusus Naturz Caught 
by a North St. Louis Fisherman. — 


Often queer fish are dug out of the river, 
but James McManamee, a disciple of Neptune 
who plies his vocation along the water-front 
of the city, in the neighborhood of Bisseli’s 
Point, yesterday evening took out the most 
singulardenizen of the cloudea deep of the 
Father of Waters. He was out with two 
companions jug-fishing just below Gabouret 


Island, when one of the pairs of jugs 
was jerked far below the _ surface. 
They remained beneath 80 long 
that McManamee could not believe 
that there wasa fish on the hook. After 


waiting about five minutes the jugs appeared 
about 200 yards down the stream, where they 
trembled upon the surface for 4 moment and 
then again went down. Satisfied that there 
was a big catch awaiting him, Mac hurried- 
ly followed, and after a few minutes saw the 


jugs again still farther down stream. After 
a struggle oof this kind lasting 
over thirty minutes. by the watch, 


an oar was at last got between the jugs, and 
a minute later Mac’s strong grip’ was upon 
the chalk line. Assoonas the fish felt the 
new grip he started rapidly up stream, tow- 
ing the boat after him inspite of the vigor- 
ous “‘back-water all,’”? which was called at 
once. It is not necessary to detail the 
struggle. All of the efforts to lift it 
out of the water failed to do more 
than show the ugly black mug of a 
monster nondescript, whence with infinite 
trouble it was decoyed over to the shallows of 
the slough and killed with a hunting knife. 
When seen by a PostT-DISPATCH reporter, 
the fish had been dead about two hours. It 
weighed by actual scaling 203 pounds, being 
thus the heaviest fish ever taken out of the 
Mississippi. It seemed to be a cross between 
a eat*and a muscalonge, its head showing 
the marked characteristics of both fish. The 
most singular part of the fish, however, 
was the region just back of the dorsal fin. 
This was marked ina very singular manner, 
apparently caused by the fish having been 
caught while young ina basket of stove fur- 
niture and stuck there untilit had grown to 
till the basket. The belly of the fish was 
marked with the willow pattern of the basket, 
the wattles, runningin and out, being ac- 
curately reproduced in the flesh, the pattern 
naturally being reversed. On the back 
of the fish was an exact re- 
production of a pair of waffle irons, one of 
them reverse and the other obverse. ‘The pat- 
tern,in the flesh are very well marked, One of 
them Jooks like a greenish waffle. The other 
is a round plate of flesh bearing the legend 
**Patent applied for 1869—Giles F. Filley « 
Company,’’ anda numberof concentric cir- 
cles are around this. The balance of the 
body bears the marks of parts of stove-lids 
and lid-lifters, and one mmdentation looks like 
the nozzie of a tin coffee-pot. How the 
fish ever got into the basket, and how long it 
took the animal to grow out against the im- 
pedimenta with which the basket was filled 
is a question which will never be solved. As 
it stands, however, the fish is a most singular 
curiosity, and Mr. McManamee means to have 
it preserved by a taxidermist and present it 
to the River Convention people, in whose 
ecommittee-rooms at the Southern Hote! it 
will soon display its anomalous length.

The Express Companies Warned 
in Advance of ghe Late Raid. 


—<— 


What Has Become of the Members of the 
Original Gang. 


A west-bound train this morning took out, 


an operative of one of the express companies 
for work on the train robbery. He has fol- 
lowed the trails of the gang back and forth 
from Texas to Minnesota, and at different 
times during the last ten years has passed 
months among the haunts of these outlaws in 
Western Missouri. : 

‘‘Off again,” he said, with a grin of recog- 
nition to the reporter. 

“This last strike at Glendale was some- 
thing of a surprise, wasn’t it?”? 

‘Nota bit of it, only as toplace. We had 
ten days’ warning from reliable cor- 
respondents in Jackson county that 
the gang was preparing for a raid, 
but, of course, there was no telling just the 
place where the blow would be given. The 
companies have been expecting the raid and 
preparations had been made as far as they 
could be. The haul on the Rock Island Road 
at Winston wasalight one; so was that 
at Glendale night before last. Indeed you 


can see that the robbers were disappoint- 
ed by the fact that they plundered the pas- 
sengers. The programme contemplates an- 
other robberv before the leaders leave for the 
ranches in the Southwest.” 

‘*You don’t share the theory that the last 
job was done by green hands?’ 

‘I know better. The older leaders planned 
and conducted it. I have pos- 
itive information that Frank James 
has been at Independence and in the vicinity 
since the Winston affair. His wife was with 
him, and they took dinnerin the sown one 
day. Frank James went from Independence 
directly out the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe road to the rancbhe of Sam Ralston in New 
Mexico. This was three weeks ago. A week 
later the companies got the warning that the 
yang was getting ready. It is the impression 
that the robbers intended to strike the Mis- 
souri Pacific again this season somewhere 
east of Sedalia, soastocatch the express 
runs of both the Pacific and the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas division.” 

‘*The sheriffs and marshals of Western 
Missouri seein to be particularly active since 
this list affair?” 

‘*Yes; they have turned out very promptly. 
There is more general indignation at this last 
robbery than any previous job done. Public 
sentiment has been gradually turning against 
the James boys and their followers. ‘They 
don’t find as many to harbor them in Western 
Missouri as they used to, and what is more, 
some of those hitherto friendly to them are 
ready to give them away if they can do so in 
safety. The bigrewards are tempting, and 
then the people of Jackson, Clay, Fayette and 
those other counties in which the gang has 
bidden so often feel the stigma that rests up- 
on them, and every man who owns an acre 
knows bis property is depreciated by these 
outrages.” 

‘*Who do you think were at Glendale?” 

“One of the James boys, Ed Miller, prob- 
ably Kaufman and the usual complement of 
green hands. You see these fellows havea 
regular system of tactics in their raids. 
There are never more than three or four of 
the old gang present. They recruit the neces- 
sary number for the raid trom hard charac- 
ters willing to be led, and depute to them the 
portion of the programme which calls forthe 
yelling, the swearing apd the sheoting. Af- 
ter the first hard run away from the scene of 
the robbery there is a halt; the greenhorns 
get their pay, a hundred or two hundred dol- 
lars apiece, and thenthey scatterto go to 
their homes. The leaders make another ride 
of ten or twenty miles and then 
they separate an make their way 
to hiding-places at theirleisure. This plan of 
operations has been followed adozen times 
or more,and when the Glendale affair is un- 
raveled it will be found to be of a piece with 
all the other operatious of the gang. You see 
already the searching parties repori that the 
trail has faded out. Italways does. There 
were only nine men in the party at Glendale, 
and at least five of them came from the imme- 
diate vicinity. They were back at their homes 
among friends before morning. It 1s not 
at all unlikely they may be captured on sus- 

icious circumstances or by self-betrayal. 

ut the leaders! That’s where the work will 
comein. Ifthey get away another robbery 
is just as certain as the sun is to rise.”’ 

“Youthink one of the James boys was 
there ?’’ ‘ 

‘Yes. I think the man with the blue shirt 
was one of them. The private information 
I had from Jackson county was that three 
of the men who were-at Winston were among 
their friends and were organizing a gang to 
strike again. Ed. Miller, whose people live 
in Clay county, has been lurking in the vi- 
cinity.”’ 

**Dick Little is mentioned?” 

**He was neither at Winston nor at Glen- 
daie according to my information.’? 

“Have you any idea as to who might have 
been picked up in the vicinity for this espe- 
cial job by the leaders ?”? 

‘*Yes, lL have; I know the house which has 
been the headquarters, in my opinion, for the 
past two weeks, and I have three names of 
men I believe are implicated, and tbat is the 
direction in which I am going to work now.”

**So he would. There is a manin Jackson 
county who has stood ready to betray the 
leaders of the gang for several weeks, and 
there is no doubt of his ability todo it, be- 
cause he is related to them and 
they make his house one of 
their stopping-places. The trouble has 
beenin springing the trap. The Governor 
has been urging the parties,who were willing 
to act, but as he says his plans were not car-

*‘Morning dispatches say that Creed Chap- 
man,Sam Chapman andJohn Burcler have 
been captured ?”” 

“I don’t recognize any ofthe names. If 
they were at Glendale they were taken in 
for that special job. There used to be a John 
Burkholder who operated with the train-rob- 
bing gang, but thatcan hardly be the John 
Burgler. Burkholder was the alias adopted 
after the war by one of the old guerrilla band. 
The last we knew of him was at Otterville.” 

‘*How do you account for the language 
credited to the robbers at Glendale that they 
were folng to make special war on the Rock 
Island and the Chicago and Alton Roads??? 

“Oh, I think the idea they meant to convey 
was that their special] object of hatred was the 
United States Express Company. That cor- 
poration has followed them more relentlessly 
than any other. When Hunn was the super- 
intendent of this division he knew more about 
the train robbers, I believe, than any other 
man. Treat, the Kansas City agent. is 
mighty well posted. The company is kept 
pretty well informed as to the movements of 
the gang, and generally gets warning some 
days before the raid.” 

“If information is attainable why can’t the 
leaders be captured ?’? 

“It takes a good deal of nerve to face men 
with the reputation of the James boys. The 
only way the leaders can ever be caucht or 
killed is by betrayal. We thought we haa 
x of Jesse James throuch Shepherd ?”’

‘*‘A dispatch this morning mentions Al. 
Deaver as suspected ?”? : 

*“T don’t put much confidence in that. 
Old Aleck Deaver, who lives 
north of the river, has three sons, and one or 
two ofthem usedtorun with the Clay and 
Jackson county gang. There was some sus- 
picionofthem after the first Glendale rob- 
bery and after the Winston affair, but noth- 
ing to connect them directly was dis- 
covered. ”? 

“There are still enough leaders left to 
make trouble for the railroads and express 
com panies?’? 

“Oh, yes. They are as smart and danger- 
ous as the James boys, in my opinion. 
One of _ the morning papers sav 
that a member of the  WGlendale 
gang rode a black horse. Well, now, it is a 
fact not generally known that John Jarrette, 
the brother-in-iaw of the Younger brothers, 
always mounts that color, he says it is for 
luck. Jarrette was credited with furnishing 
the brains for the robbery of the Missouri 
Pacific train at Otterville and he was after- 
wards traced in Pettis county by his black 
horse. Bill Hines, one of the Cummings and 
Caivin Carter undoubtedly have the experi- 
ence and nerve to manage one of these rob- 
beries. Dick Little, I don’t believe was en- 
gaged in the Glendale affair. Sam Ralston and 
Dick Burns, who had to get out of Jackson 
county for implication in a highway robbery, 
might be led, but would hardly be leaders. 
Ralston is a brother-in-law of Frank James. 
His father has one of the finest farms in 
Jackson county and used to be interested in 
a bank in Independence.”’

Lawler, 
Herbert and other members of the force 
shadowed the strangers and saw them load 
up with ammuauition and firearms at Shap- 
leigh’s and other places. After a weary tramp 
the officers concluded there wasn’t anything 
in the conduct of the strangers to warrant ar- 
rest. That night the five unknown men 
went down the Iron Mountain road.’’
